BLAMED IN COLLISION. 


All Fatalities Occurred in’ 


Forward Car of Local, 
Splintered by Jarring 
Smash.

Raleigh, N. C., May 18.—Six per- 
sons were killed, one probably fatally 
injured and five others less seriously 
hurt when Seaboard local passenger 
irain No. 44, Hamlet to Raleigh, 
erashed into an express train standing 
in the vards at Apex, 16 miles north 
of Raleigh, this afternoon at 4:15 
o'clock, driving the baggage car of 
the local through the forward pas- 
senger coach. 

Dead: Henry Jones, white, news- 
agent; Joe Cotton, negro brakeman; 
George Meador, negro brakeman; 
Mary Mathewson, negress, passenger ; 
two unidentified negroes. 

The injured: W. D. O’Daniels, Ral- 
eigh, white, engineer, seriously in- 
jured; J. W. Fletcher, Raleigh, white, 
engineert I'd Porter, white, baggage: 
master; George Cross, Raleigh, white, 
engineer; George Napier, negro, fire- 
man: D, FE, Shell, negro, fireman ; 
Celia Williams, negress, passenger. 

All Fatalities in One Coach. 

So badly smashed was the forward 
passenger coach in which all the fa- 
talities occurred that the last of the 
dend were not removed until four 
hours after the smash. The injured 
were removed “immediately and 
brought to Raleigh hospitals. An op- 
eration was performed on Engineer 
O'Daniel tonight, but he was not ex- 
pected to live through the night. 

Responsibility for the wreck has 
not been fixed tonight. The crash oc- 
curred in the territory of the North 
Carolina division of the Seaboard, of 
which W. G. Jones is superintendent, 
«ith headquarters at, Hamlet. The in- 
vestigation was being made from 
headquarters and the local division 
had heard nothing officially tonight. 

Express Standing Still. 

The southbound express and the 
rorthbound passenger train were or- 
dered to meet at Apex. It was said 
at the scene of the wreck that there 
was confusion in the orders as to 
the point in the yards the meeting 
was to take place. The passenger 
train was running a few minutes late 
and the express was standing on the 
main line at the far end of the yard 
below the station waiting for the ar- 
rival of No. 44. 

Running at about twenty-five miles

Goodwin, of Raleigh, and driven by 
Kingineer Ww.

CRAVING FOR DRINK IS GIVEN AS CAUSE 


Reveal Troubles of Klines 


Letters, written while in prison 
by Andrew J. Kline to his wife 
—victims of a double tragedy at 
their home in Forest Hill park Sac- 
urday at midnight—again illustrate 
the folly of the union of May and 
December, baring the continued do- 
mestic differences of the unfortunate 
couple, and giving the cause leading 
up to the tragedy. 

Kline, who sbot and killed his 
wife and then committed suicide, 1s 
reported to have been 63 years old. 
His wife was 17. At the time of their 
marriage she was only 13. 

In Macon, the place of their mar- 
riage, their troubles began; in At- 
lanta they continued. In both cities 
the wife was obliged to appeal to the 
courts for protection. In both cities 
the husband professed repentance Bs 
sought reconciliation. 

Letters written by Kline to his 
wife, while be was in the Fultes 
county tower oa her complaint, ce- 
veal a story of unhappiness. In one 
letter from his wife the husband's 
craving for drink is blamed for their 
troubles. In ancther he practically 
admits the charge and promises never

Howard Stone, 23, of 14 Bellemeade 
avenue, was killed, and eight other 
persons hurt, one seriously, in auto- 
mobile accidents during Sunday. 

Three of the injured were occu- 
pants of a machine that crashed 
through a fence on the Roswell-Alphae 
retta road and turned over, fatally in- 
juring Stone. 

They were Ethel Willis, of Bol- 
ton; Mrs. Annie Mae Butle:. 22. of 
Luckie street, and Jess Wallace, who 
lives on the “Crooked Road,” near the 
Howell Mill road. 

Mrs. Butler Badly Hurt. 

Mrs. Butler is being exam‘rcd hy 
surgeons at the Grady hospital for a 
possible fracture of the sku!l. She 
is also thought to have been hurt in- 
ternally, 

Wallace and Miss Willis escaped 
with minor cuts and bruises, doctors 
reported. 

The automobile, which is reported 
to have been speeding, left the road 
and ran through a fence into a field, 
where it overturned, according to Mrs. 
Butler. Stone was. pinned beneath 
the wreckage and crushed to death. 
Mrs. Butler could not give the cause 
of the accident and the police have 
not been able to question the other 
two occupants of the car.

Several other 
employees of the shops dropped out of 
sight at the same time, and the South- 
ern railway relieved J. G. Cain as 
master mechanic, placing H. G., 
Stubbs in charge. in obtain war- 
rants for the arrest of Jones and 
others in connection with the embez- 
zlement, asserting that he was not in 
any way implicated in the embezzle- 
ments, and that he has had great con- 
fidence in his chief clerk up to the 
time of the disclosures. 

Jones is alleged to have cashed the 
checks made out to the bogus names 
on the payrolls, being protected in the 
operations by the cashier of the 
agent’s office.

GEN. TOWNOHEND 
TAREN BY DEATH 


Paris, May 18.—Major General Sir 
Charles B. F. Townshend, famous as 
the defender of Kut-el-Amara when 
he was commander of the British 
forces in Mesopotamia in the world 
war, died here today after six months’ 
illness. He was on a visit to his 
motherinlaw, Countess Cahen d’An- 
vers, at the time of his death. 

Major General Townshend was 
born in 1861. He entered the royal 
marines in 1881 and saw extensive 
military service in Egypt, India and 
South Africa. At the outbreak of 
the world war he wag given command 
of the British forces in the attempt 
to take Bagdad from the Turks. After 
a few initial successes the Turks, who 
greatly outnumbered the British, 
drove back General ‘T'iownshend’s 
forces to Kut-el-Amara, the British 
suffering heavy losses in their re- 
treat. From December,.1915, to April, 
1216, the British gallantly held Kut- 
el-Amara, but finally were compelled 


to surrender. j S ; 
During the siege British aviators 


several times flew over Kut-el- 
Amara and dropped food to the 
starving troops inside. General 


Townshend declared afterwards that 
Kut-el-Amara never was captured by 
the Turks, that the town fell after 
148 days of siege from starvation and 
mental and physical hardships which 
were indescribable. The. Turkish 
commander permitted General Tgwn- 
shend to retain his sword when the 
town fell. 

The British official report at the 
time of the capitulation announced 
that the British foree numbered 8,970 
men. General Townshend was re- 
leased by the Turks when Turkey 
signed the armistice on October 30. 
1918.

Mrs. Smith was born on the Lower 
East Side. 72 years ago. She spent 
her girlhood, married and raised her 
family there. Her busband, Alfred 
Emanuel Smith, died in 1886, when 
the governor was a boy of 13. The 
widow continued to live in the neigh- 
bothood until 1902 when she crossed 
the bridge to live in Brooklyn, with 
daughter, Mary, the wife of John 
John J. Glynn. The success of her 
son in public life was a source of 
the greatest pride to Mrs. Smith, A 
deep bond of attachment existed be- 
tween them.

Who oppose it still are hopeful that 
the president will be sustained. They 
are counting on a switch such ag took 
place after Harding had vetoed the 
earlier bonus bill. Bonus advocates 
Cleim that the bill will be re-nassed, 
though they look for several senators 
to change. 

If the entire membership were pres- 
ent on the vote, it would take 33 
votes to uphold the president. It is 
estimated that not more than 90 will 
be on hand. If 90 were present, 31 
vote® would be required. If only 81 
were voting, as on the Bursum bill 
veto test, 28 would be necessary. 
Only 17 voted against the bill be- 
fore. There were four senators ab- 
sent who were paired against it. This 
would make 21 votes certain. Oppo- 
nents of the bill say that three other 
votes have been obtained, Senaiors 
Sterling, of South Dakota; cIteyes, of 
New Hampshire, and Cameron. of 
Arizona. Both Sterling and Cam- 
eron admitted Sunday that they were 
undecided, though they voted for the 
bill before. Cameron” was one of 
those who switched after the Harding 
veto, 

There are three others being pressed 
who may swing over, Colt, of Rhode 
Island; MeKinley, of Illinois, and 
Warren, of Wroming. McKinley said 
Sunday that he had not decided how 
he would vote.

Provided these six switched, there 
would be 27 votes against the bill, 
which might be enough to sustain the 
president, if many senators were ab- 
sent.

Bureaucracy Grows. 

Our taxpayers are burdened with a 
rapidly growing form of national peril 
—a bureaucracy in the shape of fed- 
eral employees. According to the 
latest figures of the ciwil service com- 
mission, we have at present 64,959 
employees in the District of Columbia, 
and 483,547 additional employees in 
the ntaion at large—a total of 548,505 
—all civilians employed by the federal 
government. It is a veritable, and 
expensive, host, yet at every session 
of congress it is proposed to add to 
the already swollen functions of the 
gevernment further activities, to 
create more bureaus, and to increase 
the already stupendous array of civ- 
ilians on the federal pay-roll.

WHY YAWN? 

Why do people yawn? asks a cor- 
respondent, who goes on to say: “I 
have spells of yawning and my throat 
is so stretched that it seems at times 
as though I will suffocate. It can’t 


dries | be lack of sleep, for I get more than

| Oxygen hunger. 
| So the desire comes on when you

heated or overcrowded and the air is 
foul, when your breathing grows more 
shallow from boredom or ennui. 
Persons who feed fluently but ex- 
ercise great care and ingenuity about 
avoiding work, honest musculffr exer- 
tion, suffer from a sort of chronic 
under oxygenation and are therefore 
unduly fond of yawning and unduly 
susceptible to the influence of exam- 
ple or imitation. 
A spectator at the ball game is 
often constrained to yawn. Seldom, 
however, do you see a player yawn- 
ing. He is getting the oxygen which 
the spectator, a sedentary person, 
probably ought to have. Exercise in- 
creases the absorption of oxygen in 
the body; watching other folks exer- 
cise will not do so. Excitement helps 
to do so: stimulation, even though it 
be artificial, temporarily increases the 
absorption of oxygen, but the effect is 


|yery temporary indeed and not worth 
‘considering in actual practice.

on the bunion. « Fresh air, as every- 
body knows, contains plenty of oxy- 
gen for anybody who will trouble to 
go out and help himself. 

Some fine business men figure that 
if that’s all they need they can get it 
by the very simple means of deep 
breathing—which goes to show only 
how dulling to the mind under oxy- 
genation can be. 

Another thing that makes us yawn 
sometimes is plain hunger. At least 
a hearty meal seems to overcome the 
desire to yawn, even though it makes 
us drowsy. Food, like exercise, in- 
creases metabolism, makes the body 
absorb more oxygen, but only tempo- 
rarily. The effect of a half hour of 
exercise lasts perhaps half a day: the 
effect of a full meal lasts half an 
hour. So that one would have to eat 
about thirty full meals a day in order 
to obtain the metabolic boost one gets 
from two miles of oxygen on_ the 
metatarsals. And I suppose there are 
those who would rather get it that 
way. 

So don’t yawn, young woman. 
There’s plenty of oxygen outdoors 
for al, and no reason why you should 
not absorb your share of it.

London, May 18.—A _ government

\ true Monday. . 

James Brown, laborite member of 
parliament, and his wife, who is a 
former mill gir’, spent Sunday quietly 
im their two-room, whitéwashed min- 
er’s cottage in the village of An Bank, 
in Ayrshire, Scotland. 

His wife prepared the Sunday din- 
ner as Brown, in his shirt sleeves, got 
water from the back-yard pump. Then 
the couple went to church, and were 
presented with an illuminated address 
in token of the greatest romance in 
the history of the romantic labor 
guvernment. 

To Be King Teday. 

Monday James Brown, as the king’s 
personal representative sat the gen- 
eral assembly of the Church of Scot- 
land, becomes to all intents and pur- 
poses the king of Scotland, with his 
white-haired wife as queen. 

The miracle is due to Premier Mac 
Donald. When the general assem- 
tly meets at Edinburgh, a represen- 
tative of King George is chosen to sit 
in Holyrood palace. Premier Mac- 
Denald recommended the miner for 
this high honor. 

Brown will put on his 
clothes when he goes to Holyrood. 
Mrs. Brown will wear a new dress— 
“if it arrives.” They will be accompa- 
nied by their son, John, who will act 
as “private secretary,” and the vil- 
lage parson, who will be “personal 
chaplain,” 

Guns Roar Royal Salute. 
| Two of Mrs. Brown's spinster sis- 
ters will be maids of honor. ‘The 
party will board the train Monday, 
and start for Edinburgh along the 
purple pathway of romance. 

A ®oaring salute of 21 guns will 
greet them at the EFd’nburgh station. 

At Holyrood palace the queen's 
own Seventh Hussars’ will mount 
guard as the roval flag is hoisted

Mrs. Brown 
will wear the first of a dozen gor- 
geous gowns which are awaiting her 
at the palace, while her husband will 
wear a new gold-lace cocked hat, a 
sword and the uniform of lord lieu- 
tenant of Ayrshire—to «which office 
he has been appointed by Marquis 
Ailsa. The appointment was made 
so that he cougd wear the uniform 
instead of his Ordinary clothes dur- 
ing the glittering days to come. 

There will be a splendid levee at 
the palace Tuesday, and thereafter 
Erown, with his wife, will proceed 
to St. Giles Cathedral to open the 
general assembly of the church.

He will go-in a gold stage coach. 
There will be wigged out-riders, and 
brightly clad pages. The royal guari 
Hussars will aceompany the coach. 
rnd the highest dignitaries of all 
Scottish cities will be in thé proces- 
sion.

‘There will be a succession of 
pageants, levees, balls and garde 
parties at which the couple will be 
either hosts or guests of honor.
